“That the 
wages, salaries and dividends distri- 
buted (as embracing practically all 
money incomes and therefore the 
im of consumers purecasing power) 
over any given period of time, do 
mot and cannot buy the product of 
that period; and that the whole o2 
production can only be bought by a 
diaft and an increasing draft, on th2 
purcha:‘ng power distributed in re- 
spect of future production, which 
purchasing power can only come 
from future bank loans or overdratts, 
Suppose a La:tness man in the com- 
munity wishes to build a. house, and 
goes to the banker and ask, for an 
overdraft of $1000 to pay the cost. 
The banker agrees, makes an entry 
in his ledger. The man is now p>r- 
mitted to draw cheques for the a- 
mount of his overdraft. We will 
now suppose the workmen who build 
the house get the material for ro- 
thing, and are able to keep them- 
selves whi'e- at work on the house. 
Under these conditions wa can 
imagine the house fin'shed and the 
buildcrs paid in chequeg by the man 
who was granted the cverdraft. Now 
as a result of the transaction, the 
currency is increaced by $1,000. A 
little later the banker ask, for re- 
payment of overdraft. The business 
man not having the money on hand, 
sells the house to the men who built 
it, These men hand tack thir 
cheques to the business man, who re_ 
pays the banks, who makes a~othcr 
entry in his ledger, and the $1,000 
csases to exist.- He dstroyed it. No 
one now has the money, not even the 
banker, only potentially. That is he 
has the power to create another $1,- 
000 if he wishes by gra iting a fur- 
‘ther loan. Now Mark this fact! 
Previous to the granting of that $1,- 
000 overdraft, that money had ro re- 
cord in the bank’s books, either av en 
asset or liability. It meant the 
‘creation of somthing and the deco- 
truction of something. Take up o-r 
iluocation again. The men cecide 
to use th2 house as a factory 
for making clothes for sale. The 
cost of the clothes will consist’ of 
at leabt three items: wages, raw 
material and a charge for wear and 
tear of factory called depreciation.

Less Cheese Made 


: Production In Canada Has Greatly 


Decreased In Past Ten Years 


Production of cheese in Canada had 
decreased to such an extent that it 
was being crowded out of the British 
market, Hon. H. A. Stewart, Minister 
of Public Works, told members of the 
Eastern Ontario Cheese-makers’ As- 
sociation. 

Mr, Stewart said during the past 
10 years there had been a decrease 
of 30,000,000 pounds in the amount of 
cheese produced in Canada while but- 
ter production had increased by 40,- 
000,000 pounds. The result of this was 
Canada had been moved into second 
place in the British market he said. 

L. A. Zufelt, superintendent of the 
Eastern Dairy School at Kingston, 
stated Canada’s best hope for the 
export dairy trade lay in cheese pro- 
duction.
